Father Festyg 
named new 
St. Al’s pastor

Father Festus Ejimadu - a 
native of Nigeria and former 
pastor in Inkster - has been 
named the new spiritual 
leader of St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church in Romulus. 

He replaces Father Rick 
Thomson, who died suddenly 
of a heart attack last January. 

Father Jerry Frawley 
served as interim pastor and 
concluded his local work last 
week. 

Father Festus began July 1 
and in his initial letter to par¬ 
ish members said he com¬ 
pleted his primary and post 
secondary education in 
Nigeria. 

That climaxed with his 
earning a Bachelor’s degree in 
philosophy. 

He left Nigeria in 1985 and 
headed for Brazil with plans to 
study medicine, but that effort 
never materialized. 

Two years later he arrived 
in the U.S. and began studies 
at Indiana University-Purdue 
University on various English 
courses. 

Upon completion there he 
went to St. Mary’s Seminary for 
religious studies. Then while 
pursuing his Master of Divinity 
degree - he joined in seeking a 
M.A. degree in Clinical Psy¬ 
chology. 

Both degrees were suc¬ 
cessfully completed the same 
year. 

His next goal is a Doctor’s 
degree. 

Father Festus was ordained 
into the priesthood for the 
Archdiocese of Detroit in 1993. 
He has since been an associate 
pastor in the following par¬ 
ishes: Our Lady of Refuge in

West Bloomfield, the Holy 
Family/St. Kevin/St. Norbert 
clustered parish in Inkster 
and finally at St. Frances Cab- 
rini in Allen Park. 

Father Festus said he con¬ 
sidered it a “great honor” to be 
appointed pastor of St. 
Aloysius Church and “realizes 
the challenge is an arduous 
one.” 

“My greatest concern is St. 
Aloysius Catholic School,” he 
stated. 

“As you know to run such a 
school requires a great deal of 
sacrifice,” he continued. 

He concluded his open let¬ 
ter to the parishioners by say¬ 
ing “you have been wonderful 
in the past working with your 
pastors, I hope that same spirit 
will be accorded to me.”

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Challenger Thomas must add 
word ‘for’ to campaign material 


Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner Kay Beard, who ac¬ 
cused Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas last week of deceitful 
advertising in promoting his 
campaign for the Wayne 
County Commissioner’s seat 
presently held by Commis¬ 
sioner Bear, issued the follow¬ 
ing statement Friday after 
receiving a letter from the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Of¬ 
fice with the confirmation that 
state election officials recom¬ 
mend that challengers include 
the word “for” in campaign lit¬ 
erature to avoid confusing vo¬ 
ters. 

“I am pleased that the Pros¬ 


ecutor agreed that the wording 
of the postcard (apparently 
mailed to voters by Mayor 
Thomas’s campaign people) 
was misleading and could be 
better stated. Many, many peo¬ 
ple in District 12 called after 
receiving Mr. Thomas’ cards 
because they believed he was 
trying to present himself as the 
incumbent. I pursued this mat¬ 
ter with the appropriate offi¬ 
cials, and I am reassured that 
state election officials do look 
out for such violations. 

“According to the Prosecu¬ 
tor, Bradley Wittman of the 
Secretary of State advises can¬ 
didates to include the word 


“for” to avoid such confusion. 
Like me, state election offi¬ 
cials believe it is never petty to 
keep the election process free 
of false impressions. 

“I am pleased that Mr. 
Thomas has corrected his sub¬ 
sequent (campaign) pieces. I’m 
also pleased for his sake that 
his first mailing did not violate 
the letter of the law.” 

Beard, who is the incum¬ 
bent, has represented the dis¬ 
trict, which includes the cities 
of Inkster, Garden City and 
Westland for 22 years. She 
presently serves as Vice Chair 
of the Commission, the second- 
highest leadership post on the 


county commission. 

Commissioner Beard filed a 
complaint with the election of¬ 
ficials after, she said, she no¬ 
ticed that Thomas mailed a 
postcard that included the fol¬ 
lowing political promotion: 
“Robert J. Thomas, Wayne 
County Commission.” 

She believed - and she said 
that state officials agreed with 
her - that Thomas’s campaign 
literature should have in¬ 
cluded the word...’’for” in his 
bid for the Wayne County Com¬ 
mission seat. 

In their review, election of¬ 
ficials said that Mr. Thomas’ 
wording had not been found 
“criminally violative of the 
Michigan Campaign Law.”

A cop, a minister, an athlete 
save 9-year-old boy’s life 


What a difference a few months make. A couple of 
months ago much decorated Inkster detective, 
Charles Hines was accused of using excessive force 
on a Taylor man at the police station. A lawsuit is 
pending on the matter. 

Last week, Hines, for the umpteenth time saved 
another person’s life. This time it was Hines to the 
rescue as he was the first cop on the scene when Jef¬ 
frey Breedlove was pulled from the Booker T Dozier 
recreation complex pool apparently drowned. Hines 
administered CPR before the Inkster Rescue Unit 
reached the scene. 

Breedlove, who spent a week in critical condition 
at the University of Michigan Hospital was upgraded 
to fair condition and appears to be on the way to re¬ 
covery. If it weren’t for Hines and Mercer Bryson, an 
assistant football coach at Romulus High School and 
Richard Johnson, a minister, the 9-year-old 
Breedlove would be dead. 

Bryson and Johnson were part of a group of peo¬ 
ple that were attending a graduation party at the 
recreation complex. The two made a dash for the 
pool area when they heard screams and shouts for 
help from the victim’s sister. Bryson dove into the 
twelve-foot deep end of the pool and brought up 
Breedlove, who was laying in a cradle-like position 
unconscious. Attempts at CPR were unsuccessful 
and thankfully Hines arrived within minutes. 

The heroic efforts of Bryson, Johnson and Hines 
wouldn’t have been necessary if Breedlove and his 
friends would have obeyed their elders. Four chil-

dren including 
Breedlove and 
his sister, had 
been kicked out 
of the pool area 
earlier in the 
day. They had 
gained entrance to the area by crawling under or 
over a 10-foot high fence. 

But this wasn’t the first time the children had 
been playing in the pool area without supervision. 
Not once, not twice, but three times recreation offi¬ 
cials had ordered the children away from the area 
On the day of the incident the pool had just been 
filled full of water in anticipation of a big crowd the 
next day - which was officially the first day the 
pool was to be opened. 

Many of us lament this near-death incident would 
not have happened if only the parents of these kids 
would have provided better supervision Shame on 
moms and dads that let their nine-year-old children 
roam the streets without supervision. Shame on chil¬ 
dren that throw their noses up in the air when adults 
tell them to stay away from danger. 

But with this story, all is well that ends well. 
Thanks to two fearless party-goers and one tough 
cop, a child’s life is saved in Inkster And in a city that 
suffers from more than its share of murder and may¬ 
hem that ends badly, it is nice to report a story 
that ends happily. 


Schools teaching parents parenting? 


Last week the state legislature 
authorized $45 million dollars for 
grants to local and intermediate 
school districts that come up with 
plans to teach parents how to pre¬ 
pare their pre-school age chil¬ 
dren for school and guide them as 
parents. 

While parent participation 
would be “voluntary”, the plans 
must include staff visits to fami¬ 
lies’ homes and follow-up to mea¬ 
sure effectiveness. 

Without question, unfortunate¬ 
ly, there are parents who lack the 
skills for effectively raising chil¬ 
dren. But would these be the ones 
who would volunteer to have 
school staff come into the home to 
tell them how to raise their chil¬ 
dren? This writer doubts, human 
nature being what it is, that 
many parents who really 
need guidance would be the ones 
requesting it 

Several years ago the Romulus 
School District introduced the 
concept of a student-teacher-par¬ 



ent contract In the contract par¬ 
ents and students promised to do 
certain things to contribute to a 
“healthy” learning environment 
One of the conditions of the con¬ 
tract asked parents to delegate 
the authority to school clinics to 
administer whatever medication 
the clinic deemed necessary to 
the students. 

Several families balked at that 
waiver of parental rights and (at 
first) refused to sign the contract 
When the families were threat¬ 
ened with suspension of their 
children if they did not sign, all 
but one family caved in. The two 
children of the family that still re¬ 
fused to sign the contract were 
suspended for a semester 


For those families that “volun¬ 
teer” to join the parent counsel¬ 
ing program, what will be the cri¬ 
teria for “good” parenting and 
proper preparation of children 
for school? 

Parents will be encouraged to 
read to their pre-schoolers and 
take them to libraries. What will 
the parent monitors report if they 
find parents reading to their chil¬ 
dren from (gasp) the Bible. Won’t 
the politically correct mandate 
for public schools to separate 
“state” and “religion” brand those 
parents as “unfit’ or misguided in 
parental influence? 

Of course, when too few par¬ 
ents volunteer for the program, it 
will have to be made mandatory 
to “save the children.” After all, 
those leaders of the next genera¬

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Civic life drives away crime 


Want to baffle your mayor, su¬ 
pervisor or chief of police? Then 
ask them: Why do the cities of Ply¬ 
mouth and Northville have lower 
crime rates than Canton, Van Bu- 
ren, Wayne, and Westland? 

I’ve never received a satisfac¬ 
tory answer to that question from 
a local official, though a few years 
ago a hotshot New Urbanist told 
me, in a discussion about local 
planners’ love affair with sprawl, 
that traditional pedestrian com¬ 
munities reduce crime. From the 
evidence of local crime statistics, 
he appears to be right 

As I see it, this is because peo¬ 
ple on the streets cramp crimi¬ 
nals: Too many witnesses popping 
up. Too many potential heroes 
close by. Traffic too slow for Bon¬ 
nie and Clyde getaways. 

But where the streets are de¬ 
serted, criminals can lurk in the 
darkness, picking on the weak, 
with less witnesses to worry about 
and a fast escape route. 

Perhaps a better explana¬ 
tion for what makes those two 
venerable cities relatively safe is 
“social capital.” 

Social capital, a term coined by 
Harvard professor Robert Put¬ 
nam, is created by a vibrant face- 
to-face community life. Connect¬ 
ed communities are rich in social 
capital. Social bonds, for exam- 
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Shamed by a sinfully expensive meal 


The restaurant didn’t have its 
name anywhere, on the outside of 
the building, inside the building. 
No name. Anywhere. And if you 
didn’t have the address written 
down on a piece of paper and the 
piece of paper in your hand or if 
you didn’t have the address com¬ 
mitted to memory you’d never, 
ever be able to find it Further¬ 
more, it didn’t even really look 
like a restaurant 

No arches. No neon. No park¬ 
ing lot It looked like a house, a 
very nice, old, brick house cov¬ 
ered with ivy tucked cozily away 
on a quiet side downtown neigh¬ 
borhood street 

“I think we’re fish out of wa¬ 
ter” 

“I think we’re out of our 
league.” 

Do you have the gift certificate 
in your pocket? You better make 
sure.” 

“Yup. Right here. We’re all 
set” 

“Okay. ’Cause this looks like it 
must be it The address matches.” 

And so the two of us walked in. 
There was a doorman. A door¬ 
man! With white gloves. 

The lobby, I guess that’s what it 
was, was a room with a whole 
wall stocked with wine bottles, 
each bottle in its own little cubby. 
The bottles at the very top of the 
high ceilinged wine room looked 
a little dusty. Just a little. Certainly 
not dusty as in dingy or neglected, 
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more like dusty as in way expen¬ 
sive, way out of reach, as in don’t 
even ask. 

We were escorted through 
what looked like someone’s din¬ 
ing room on the first floor on up 
the narrow, lushly carpeted stairs 
to the second floor 

That’s where we were seated, 
in the upstairs dining room. The 
table had a spotless, unbelievably 
white linen tablecloth on it And 
dishes and silverware and 
stemware and linen napkins fold¬ 
ed in a sort of origami, fabric 
sculpture way, and real roses in a 
small vase, all meticulously 
placed. 

Someone had gone to a lot of 
trouble to set the table, you could 
tell. 

Right away, after we were seat¬ 
ed, a meticulously dressed waiter 
came to our table for two with a 
glass bottle that he opened with a 
flourish. I didn’t have my glasses 
on so I couldn’t tell what the liq¬ 
uid was he was pouring in our 
goblets with the stem attached. It 
was water. Bottled water. (I don’t 
get out much.) 

The menu waiter arrived. He 


used sophisticated, refined ges¬ 
tures and explanations, dropping 
lots of French words in there 
along the way. He left the two 
menus for us to study, to make a 
decision. I didn’t want to appear 
as doofus-sy as I felt inside. So I 
didn’t even arch an eyebrow or 
gulp audibly or simply pass away 
when I saw that there were only 
two choices on the menu, either 
one multiplied by two cost more 
than the groceries it takes to feed 
my family of 8 for a week. That’s 
168 meals, 3 meals a day, 7 days a 
week, 8 people. 

Feeding my family of 8 is 
cheaper than dinner for two at 
this restaurant that didn’t look 
like a restaurant I felt terrible. 
The guilt The shame. This whole 
business felt crime-like. Sure, we 
had a gift certificate that would 
just cover this extravagance, 
which was given to us by Ron’s 
boss. At Christmas. 

I remember Ron calling short¬ 
ly after the New Year to make 
reservations. The place was 
booked until a Saturday in June. 
Can you imagine? So many other 
people, 6 months worth of people, 
had plopped blobs of money 
down for a meal, one meal, so far 
this year at that one place. 

The wine waiter/steward came 
along and left his wine list more 
like a wine novel. Ron looked it 
over. There was bottle of wine in 
there for $4,000. 


Four thousand dollars?! That 
must have been on the tippiest 
toppiest level of those wine cub¬ 
bies I saw in the lobby $4,000. C’- 
mon. That’s just stuff you see in 
crazy movies. But there it was real 
life. 

Now as for the food that night 
Hmmm, I don’t know how to say 
this - in a sophisticated way. But 
some of it tasted really icky to me. 
Frothy soup with white blobs 
floating in it Black seaweed stuff. 
A huge plate with a teeny arti¬ 
choke on it with a swirly, delicate 
design around it rendered from 
some sauce or another. A pyramid 
of fungi shrouded in a frothy 
cloud. A cold beet for dessert 

I think there were 10 or so 
courses. Each time another 
course was served a trio of wait¬ 
ers descended on us with fresh 
plates or bowls, or both, and fresh 
silverware. The dirty dishes gen¬ 
erated there - I-Yi-Yi! And each 
dish placed before us was enor¬ 
mous, the dish itself, and on it the 
teeniest bit of food artistically, del¬ 
icately placed. Dinner served in 
this fashion took three hours. 

I believe there are two kinds of 
“once in a lifetime” experiences. 
One you wishfully wish for more, 
someday, one more time, some¬ 
time, somehow. And the other, 
well, once, just that once in a life¬ 
time, that was plenty. 


pie, are by far the most powerful 
predictor of life satisfaction, Put¬ 
nam claims. In terms of measured 
happiness, getting married is the 
equivalent of quadrupling your 
income; attending a club meeting 
regularly is the equivalent of dou¬ 
bling your income. 

Social capital is also a strong 
predictor of personal heath. If you 
both smoke and belong to no 
groups, it’s a close call as to which 
is the riskier behavior. On the 
community level, the loss of social 
capital is reflected in critical 
ways: higher crime rates, lower 
educational performance, and 
more teen pregnancy, child sui¬ 
cide, low birth weight babies, and 
infant mortality. 

In his new book, Bowling 
Alone , Putnam draws on near¬ 
ly 500,000 detailed interviews cov¬ 
ering an astonishingly wide range 
of information - from how many 
times the average American 
votes, volunteers, and goes to 
church, to how often he or she 
surfs the Internet, drinks a beer in 
a bar, or gives another d liver the 
finger - to drive home these 
points. 

For example, he found that 
Americans spend about 35% less 
time visiting with friends than we 
did thirty years ago, and Ameri¬ 
can families have dinner together 
only two-thirds as often as they 
did a generation ago. 

Statistics suggest that when a 
community fosters social capital, 
like the cities of Plymouth and 
Northville with all their clubs, 
civic associations, and informal 
meeting places, they’re more re¬ 
sistant to the social pathologies 
that contribute to high crime 
rates. 

What can Canton, Van Buren, 


Wayne, and Westland do to gener¬ 
ate more social capital? 

According to Putnam, there’s 
hope for all communities because 
one of the enduring qualities of 
American civil society is its capac¬ 
ity for self-renewal. A century ago, 
at the end of the Gilded Age, 
America’s stock of social capital 
was at a low ebb, reduced by 
three decades of massive urban¬ 
ization, industrialization, and im¬ 
migration that uprooted Ameri¬ 
cans from their friends, social in¬ 
stitutions, and families. 

Faced with this challenge, 
America righted itself through 
several decades of fervent social 
innovation during the Progressive 
Era. Most of the pillars of our 
civic society that endure to this 
day were erected during that pe¬ 
riod: the Red Cross, the Boy 
Scouts, the PTA, the League of 
Women Voters, the NAACR the 
Urban League, the Boys and Girls 
Clubs, Hadassah, the Knights of 
Columbus, Rotary, most labor 
unions, the YWCA, Sierra Club, 
and many others. 

Putnam says that we can learn 
from the people of the Progres¬ 
sive Era, and the problems that 
they grappled with, which paral¬ 
lel our own - inequality, political 
corruption, urban degradation, 
racial tensions, though the renew¬ 
al will not happen without the 
concerted creativity and energy of 
Americans nationwide. 

There are many people in Can¬ 
ton and Westland who under¬ 
stand this, among them the mem¬ 
bers of Wayne-Westland Junior 
Miss, Wayne-Westland Special 
Olympics, Westland Business 
Owners Assoc., Westland Civitans, 
Westland Festival Committee, 
Westland Jaycee’s, Westland Ro¬ 
tary, Canton Garden Club, Canton 
Goodfellows, Canton Historical 
Society, Canton Lions Club, and 
Canton Rotary Club (and proba¬ 
bly many more in Van Buren and 
Wayne).

Thanks for publishing my se¬ 
ries of Canton history during the 
U.S. Bicentennial and Canton 
Sesquicentennial years.

Leroy Rafferty told 
me that I could buy any lots be¬ 
tween Cherry Hill and Fellows 
Creek He wished me good luck 
on finding water Well digger final¬ 
ly struck water at 94 feet I picked 
lots 726 and 727 located at the end 
of road near the creek, where 
Timothy Hay grew and only a few 
trees along the creek. Here 
roamed the deer, fox and rabbit - 
here the colorful pheasant and 
melodious birds graced the sky - 
here the wild flowers flourished 
and the fish swam freely in the 
creek 

In 1975-76 I was active as a 
charter member of the Canton 
Historical Society in collecting 
history of pioneer settlers. I 
served as a member of the U.S. 
Bicentennial Commissions for 
Canton and Plymouth and partici¬ 
pated in the grand parades. In 
1984, I served in the Canton 
Sesquicentennial Commissioa 
Starting in the 1970s Canton 
exploded into a wealthy growing 
metropolis. Today I am experi¬ 
encing a nightmare. Several 
weeks ago two big willow trees 
fell without any tornado or high 
winds. I suddenly became aware 


of a big old willow tree bending 
toward my high evergreen spruce 
tree and the garage. I called FYed, 
son of deceased Leroy Rafferty, 
about getting it cut before before 
causing more problems. He said 
that he had stopped paying taxes 
on lot 728 since 1998 and is not in¬ 
terested in reclaiming it I don’t 
blame him. The lot is useless. 

So, I called the township and 
was told it cannot help since Raf¬ 


ferty’s name is still on file. Then I 
called Wayne County and was told 
it cannot help because the tree is 
not obstructing the flow of creek 
water 

I am trapped in a dilemma of 
destruction whereat I am forced 
to pay the cost of cutting a tree which 
is not on my lot before it destroys my 
property. It is unfortunate that our 
government has so much money 
for the luxuries of life, with high 


taxes, but so little concern for tax¬ 
payer even in emergency. The 
end of the road at the creek looks 
like a junkyard instead of a beau¬

Summer classic scheduled for Aug. 5-6

When it comes to the annual 
City Golf Championship clas¬ 
sic, Mark Morton appears un¬ 
beatable. 

With three consecutive tour¬ 
nament titles in his baggage, 
the veteran golfer seems to be 
able to shake off opponents 
like horses flies. 

Take last year's race to the 
wire - Morton trailed every¬ 
one’s favorite Bill Hawley by 
five strokes after the first 18.
